The amount which 
the Indictment states he received ille- 
gally is $18,987.79. Mr. Machen was 
In court with his attorneys when the 
grand Jury reported, and Immediately 
gave bond in the sum of $20,000 for 
Mi appearance in court. His sureties 
were O. Q. Staples, David Moore, F. 
M. Crtswell and Bmanuel Speich of 
this city. The trial will occur in Oc- 
tober.

Insane Threat on Insanity. 


Cleveland, O., June 6.—If state offi- 


cials do not arrange to care for tha 
insane patients at the infirmary with- 
in a reasonable time Cleveland offi- 
cials threaten to load the 250 unfor- 
tunates in a special train and turn 
them over to the governor in Colum- 
bus. 


"The only thing that appeals to me 


just now," said Superintendent Emde 
of the infirmary, "is to charter a spe- 
cial train, take the insane to Colum- 
bus, march them down High street, 
some in carriages and some on foot, 
and take them into the state house, 
where they belong. The thing to do 
is to dump them into the governor's 
quarters and being waru3 of the state 
it is up to the state to care for them. 


"This special train idea is no idle 


dream. I will give the state sufficient 
time to take them off my hands. If 
nothing is done within the time limit 


the train will be chartered. There is 
nothing else left to do, for we are 
breaking the law every day. I guar- 
antee to take the 270 insane to Co- 
lumbus at an expense of $350. Unless 
we hear from Governor Nash soon I 
will do it."
